The commitiea corsists of Bizhops Potter, Wil-
Yinms and Odenheimer, ev. Dre. Bizoes Howe and
Willlam Cooper Meade, Messrs, 50 B Haggles, James
Poll and E. P. Dutton,

‘Ihe resolutions were agreed to,

The Committce on Ulerical Support, throughy the
Rev. Dr. Shatirick, of Maseachiusoits, made an
amended report, in the shape of resolutivns, recom-
mending Iucorporated eocleties to pecamulate s fod
for the support of a&;ﬂl and infdrm clergymen and
their familles; and, also, that a colleclion be taken
up, pars to be used for the clergy and the rest to he
distribtnted among the Sonthern and Missionary Dio-
cenes s the tirst collection to ba taken up next Snaday.

Mr. M. B, Plerpont, of New York, objected to the
phrum!ng? of the report, He desived the word
“Saguthern” teft out, aud mnke the report apply to the
impoverished clergy thronghout the country. Tae
amendment was nccopted and the reputt was adopted.

The Rev, Dr, Hare, of Penudylvauia, moved that
e apecial order of the day be rescinded and that the
order of the (day to-morrow be the Provinelal System
and Federate Conncell,

A Tengthy discussion ensned on this proposnl, dnr-
ing which the Rev. Dra. Haisht aod Meade, and Mr.
S, B Ruggles protesied against bhe combination of
1Le two propositions,

The vote belug taken the order of she day was re-
ecinded.

The Rev. Dr. IMaight then moved Lo take np the re-
port of the Committes on Canens un Federatlye Conn-
cils at once, which was carried.

1'he action of the committee was based on the fol-
lowing Memorial from the Diocese of New Yorik:—
Memorial, to the Genvroal Convontion af the Protestoant

Episcopal Chureh in the United Slates of A mericd,

The Memorinl of the Bisnop, Cleryy, and Laity of
the Diocere of New York, ln Gonvention assembled in
the city of Now York., on this second duy of Osio-
ber, in the year of ovur Lord, 1845, to the General Con-
vention of the Protesiant Eplecopal Chareh, respact-
fully showeth :— iy ) )

That your memorisiiste kaving in the Convention
repolvol that two new Diocescs should be erectlad
within the present Diocese of New York, did also
sdopt, with great ununimity, a resolntion requesting
the General Couvention to cuuct a permissive Canon,
authorizing o Federate Council of the Dioceses now
existing or hereafier to e erocted within the State.

That your memoriaiists have, in the Convention in
sceaion at this time, again considored this subject,
and have agreed upon a plan for the orgasization and
establishment of such a Federate Council, a ¢opy of
which is bhereunto annexed.

That your Memoralista deem the organization and
eatablishment of sich Federal Counetl to be ealled [or
by conslderations of very high expediency, aud to be
necessary to the full development of the resources of
the Church In the State of New York, for the carry-
ing on of the great work wherewith she is charged by
her Lord, and to the preservatlon of her inherout
righta and priviliges in her relation with the State, as
is mote fully sel forth in section 8 of (he report of the
Committe of ffieen ou the Divislon of Lhe Djocese,

yresented to the Convention of 15967, & copy of which
¢ hereunto aunexed,

That your Memworailsts, therefore, pray (bat the
Gieneral Convention of the Prolesiant Epjlscopal
Church of the United States of America, will; at its
gedyion to be hicld on the Tih of this present mouth,
enset n Unnon in the words fullowing, ur one of the
like geuersl tenor :—

The wpetial order of the day, the conalderation of
the report on Federative Conncetls, waw then resamedd,

The Hev. Dr. Rietard 8. Mason teok the flaar and
ppike of the dlssimllurity of the chiureh constitntlon
and the politieal eonstitation of the connies. * While
the Arat was 4 disalinination inte parts of a unit, the
olher was the formation of a unit from severs] integral
unid independent parts, Ho then gave the origin of
church government,

Mr, Tazewell Taxlor, of Virginia, sald It is pro-
posed to ostablish an intermedinte body beiwesu the
dioceses wud the Generdl Convention, This affects
the organism of the Chorch; it is organic aud ought
te Le in the Constitution and not in the Canons,

The Rev, Dr, Halght, of New York, sald in answer,
thint there le pothing in the Canons and Constitotion
prohubiting the Union of the Dincoses of New York
fur combined action, but theso Dioceses will not aet
onut of a feeling of loyalty to the Church, We were ex-
poted to lrmuﬁu and dificultles without precedont,
Oue Bishop was struck down by jadicial sentence,
and vet the Diocese bore the evils meekiy, but went
before the General Couvention of 1547 and nsked for
relief, which was not granted. The Diocese wajted
and asged fur rellef again in 1560, and thongh it was
not granted v the way it was ssked she sabmitted,
aud now the Diocese will do wothing without the
eanction of the Couvention,

Rev. Dr. Adams, of Wisponsin, said the provision
for Federative Councils was nlready sunctioned by Lhe
Constitution. Heargoed that the amendiment made
the dioceses and not the State the unit in the chureh,

The Roy. Dr, Meade, of Connectieut, spokein favor
of the Caton propoked, and regretied that the tene na-
ture of the questiqn had nol been toachoed as yet,

Jndge Wiliiam H. Battle, of North Carolina, spoke
at length against the constitutionality of the proposed
Canon, He thought that the more popnlous States
in the North, which will ba sub-divided into several
Diocere will gainjeuch preponderance that the Southern
States will be coutinunily oot voted, aud the North
carry carry everythiog their own way.

The Rev, Dr. M. A, De Woll Iowe, of Philadel-
phia, belleved that the fact cannot be denled thut the
combination and conferees of dloceses for the puar-
pose of carrying measures could not be proventod.

Governor Stevensen, of Keutucky, said that no
diocese on the floor wonld yleld more to New York
then Kentueky, and If it was s mere goestion of
nesent 1o the exercl=e by dioceses in a siate of ae-
knowledged right, why not do 1t by 4 resolntion, iu-
siead of a ganon,

Dr. How® explained that {t shonld be in the conspl-
enous place as 8 canvil—-a permanent canon. As a
resolution 1t wonld be vt of sight,

After some further debate, the report of the com-
mittee wan adeptod,

The Rev. Dr. J.T. Hohbard, of New Humpshire,
from the Uommittee ou Prayer Book, repuried the
following :—

Resolped, the lonse of Bishops concurring, That n
Joint committee he appuinted, to aonsist on the pare
of this llonse, ol three elergymen aud three laymen,
1o prepare a report fog the ufurmation of this Uon-
veulion, an accnrate copy of the Creed of the undivi-
ded Church in the original Greek, os set forth by the
undisputed General Connclle, together with an exact
Ineral trapsiation of the same, and that the commitiee
have leave to prin: Luelr pepost for the yse of this
Conveullon, After somoe (discussion the
was withdrawn,

The report of the Special Committes on Provincial
Syatem then came up, but on wotion, was lald on the
table.

The Conventlon, on molion, then proceeded to con-
phder Canon X1 (before reported),

The Hev. Dr, Urane, ¢f Rhude Isiand, offared the
following amendment to the Canon :—

s Peovided, That nothing Herein shall be so con-
girned as to prohibit commuoleants of this church
from neting s luy readers,”

After some deoute, the Capon, as smendad, was
agrecd Lo,

The Convention them adjourned

Thisdedelency is iu the ireed-
men's fund, which falld $12,000 short of last
year, The sociely bas sustained 331 missions-
ries, who have baptized during the yenr 6712
converls and' gatbered 11,610 members into the
Church. A larger number of colored theological
students hnave received insiruction than wre
collected in sll the Baplist seminaries of the
Northern States,

~The present number of Baptisis in Ken-
tucky is about 100,000; churches, 1000; average
membership, 100: ordained ministers, B500;
licentintes, 500, Theré are two cudowed col-
leges, Georgetown and Bethel; two theologiconl
depariments, and o lsrge number of academies
and high schools under their control, There
are 50 Associations in the State; snd the ncoes-
gions to the churches during the year were 1000,

—Rev, 8, B, Partridge and wife, misslonaries
of the Missionsry Unlon to the Chinese in Siam,
left Boston on the Sih instant, and embarked on
the 6th st New York, on the steamer Aluska,
for Aspinwall, The Wafchmon states that “for
1easons connected with the necessities of the
mission they take the quickest roote, goiug by
the way of San Fronclsca and Hong Koog, nnd
bopiug to join Dr. Deun, nt Bangkok, befure the
eud ol the yeur.”

—The Broad Street Baptist Chorch, Rev, E.
L. Mugooo, has been closed for repalrs fur
several weeks, and will be yeopencd to-morrow.
The oulside of the bullding has been replastered
snd the whole interlor handsomely frescoed.
